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Further Details of Negroes' 


Attempt to Crucify Win- 
chester Boy by Nailing 
Him to Building Given. 


The following story of the horrify- 


ing expeiience of a 14-year-old "Win- 
chester boy, who was nailed to 
a 


building by a spike driven through his 
hand by two negroes, gives a more 
vivid account of the attempted cruci- 
fixion. The story, taken 
from 
the 


Winchester Star, follows: 


"One of the most revolting stories 


ever related to the local police was 
told today in the privacy of police 
headquarters by Harvey Greenawalt, 
a. white boy, 14 years of age. 


"He alleges that on Monday night, 


while on his way to his home on High- 
land avenue from a motion picture 


' show, he was attacked while crossing 


a vacant lot in front of the 
Snug 


Evans property on North Kent street 
by two young negroes, bojch of whom 
he knew, who seized him and nailed 
him to a nearby building by the left 
hand, and then fled. 


"The Greenawalt boy managed to 


pull the nail or spike loose from the 
building and then withdrew it from 
his hand, which 
had been 
pierced 


through the fleshy portion. 


'Greenawalt went to Dr. Clark's of- 


fice where the wound was cauterized 
and he was also given an injection of 
antitetanus serum into the back lo 
prevent lockjaw. His hand is terribly 
ewollen today 
and 
he is 
suffering 


great pain as a result of his terrifying 
experience. 
"Young Greenawalt today identified 


two young negroes. Charles Mennifee. 
known 
as 
"Tank'1 
Mennifee, 
anO 


Fletcher Day, each about 13 years of 
age, as being the two boys who nailed 
him to the building by his hand. 


"Both of the young prisoners, how-' 


ever, "strenuously deny that they are 
the boys who-perpetrated the act. and 
they have offered their relatives as 
witnesses that'they were at home at 
the time of the occurrence and con- 
sequently had nothing to do with it. 


"Greenawalt. on the 
other 
hand, 


tells a straightforward story of the at- 
tempt to crucify him. and declares 
that the wo boys would have succeed- 
ed in nailing his remaining hand as 
well as his feot if it had not been for 
his terrific struggles to free himself 
and his cries for help which fright- 
ened his assailants away. 


"Gretnawalt" Fays tha: he had at- 


pplke and with a rook drove It liit-j 
the palm of his left hand. When the 
spike entered the flesh the pain was 
so intense. Greenawalt says, ni« strug- 
gles became greater. 
The Day box- 


he says, was standing on his fe^t. 
holding him down while he held to 
Greenawalt's arms. 


"A few blows with the heavy rock 


sufficed to drive the spike entirely 
througr the hand and it was then driv- 
en flrmly Into the boarding of the 
peach house. 
"In a laet desperate, effort to free 


himself, Greenawalt fought cT his ns- 
sailants. at the same time scre.imiiit-- 
at the toj? of his voice. This evident 
ly frightened the two hoys away and 
they disappeared in the dirhness. 


"Greenawalt then worked the spike 
loose from the board and then with- 
drew it from his hand and started foi 
home. On the way home he encoun- 
tered another colored boy, who-se far-e 
he knew, but whose name is not 
known to him. This boy asked the 
questlo.n "Did they get you?" 
"To this Greenawalt replied 'Look 
at my hand,' from which the blood 
was dripping. 


"The 
colored boy then said that two 
colored boys had tried to nail him 
to a building earlier in the evening 
but that he had escaped from them. 
"Mennifee and Day were arrested 
by Chief Doran on yesterday, but they 
established what would appear to be 
a complete alibi. They were liberat- 
ed temporarily in the custody of their 
guardians while the police hunt for 
the colored boy who says he escaped 
from the two youth suspected. 
"Greenawalt 
identified 
Mennifee 
and Day and says there could be no 
possibility of a mistake in his identi- 
fication."

The governor was careful to em- 


phaM/.e that the present bond issue 
proposal does not contemplate rais- 
ing the present rate of taxation. But 
one other source for obtaining money 
to finance the sisue is being consider- 
ed. That is a tax of one cent per gal- 
lon on gasoline. The rest of the mon- 
ey would be provided out of the gen- 
eral funds. 
The governor takes 
the position 


that the cities would pay their just 
proportion for the roads under the 
scheme that Is proposed, especially 
when the one cent tax on gasoline 10 
considered. An equitable distribution 
of the cost of the bond issue is a mat- 
ter which the governor intends to in- 
sure 
Owners of automobiles in ci- 


ties use the roads freely and should, 
he thinks, be made to pay for the 
building and maintenance of any sys- 
tem of roads that is put through. 


The bond issue that is proposed is 


a serial one to be retired, in part, 
every five years, and finally retired in 
thirty years? Bankers have assured 
Governor Trinkle that such a bond 
issue could be floated to bear inter- 
est at no more than 4 1-2 per cent. 


Gcnernor Trinkle believes that the 


bond issue can be floated without aid- 
nig to the tax burdens of the people 
and at the same time furnish work at 
a time unemployment is prevalent 
The money would be spent among the 
people of the State and would tend 
to help business in every line. 


He pointed out that because there 


was a depression now was no reason 
why a progressive nio\e should not 
be made, espdRially when it so \itally 
concerned all the people of the State.

Sees Blow to Aircraft 
In Disaster to Roma 


But Chairman Kahn De- 


clares Victims Would Not 
Wish U. 8. to Lag Behind 
Others. 


WASHINGTON. Feb 2.3.—The dis- 


aster to the Roma and appalling loss 
of life that ensued will be a serious 
setback to development of lighter- 
than-alr craft in America because the 
nation is deeply stirred and will not 
forget. Chairman Julius Kahn. of the 
House military committee, declared 
today, in a statement. 


But, 
he added, the officers and men 


who perished "are but martyrs to the 
art they were engaged in and would 
not wish thc-ir country to fall behind 
the progress made by other nations of 
the civilized world. 


"The 
destruction of the 
Roma, 


Representative Kahn said, "with the 
terrible loss of life is a terrible shock 
to all those interested in aerial navi- 
gation. 
The Roma was the largest 


liKhter-than-air craft that this country 
own«*d. 
f 


"\Ve have made terrific strides in 


recent years, especially regarding the 
development and use of helium gas. 
This gas is non-inflammable. 
It is 


hoped that we will be able to secure 
enough of this substance to fill all of 
our lighter-ihan-air machines. . 


"AVhile I realize that the whole 


country will be deeply stirred by this 
accident. I feel that those who perish- 
ed in the destruction are but martyrs 
to the cause of avia.'ion. 
The world 


probably will continue air flights not- 
withstanding the disaster. 


"The chances arc that efforts will 


be made to prevent a recurrence of 
«uch a calamity. I feel, however, that 
so long as other nations of the %vor!d 
continue experiment regarding flights 
in the air our own country will have 
to keep up to the rest of the world in 
that regard. 
The thing is altogether 


too shocking at the present time, and 
it will be probably several years before 
we can get back to a normal basis. 
I feel confident that despite the terri- 
ble disaster to our officers and men 
the matter of aviatipn will still con- 
tinue to be taken up by those of our 
officers who are in the aviation ser- 
vice in order that the United States 
may be able to make progres sin the 
irt of flying and keep abreast of the 
improvements which are made by the 
various 
civilized 
countries 
of

world".

RALEIGH. N. C., Feb.

LOS ANGELES, F-b. 23.—A Chinese 


bearing the name of Wong Lee—the 
same as that of the Chinese said by 
Harry M. Fields, in Detroii, to have 
been a member of the group of throe 
persons he drove to the home of Wil- 
liam Desmond Taylor, the night the 
film director was murdered—left Lo<s 
Angeles Chinatown two days ago, it 
was announced tonight by sheriff's 
deputies at work on the case 


The officers said thcv had nothing to 


lead them to believe that the Chinese 
had anything to do with the slaying 
of Taylor, but they pointed out that 
his departure was simultaneous with 
the first intimations from Dertoit that 
Fields might have important informa- 
tion in connection with the case. 


According to Field's s*ory, as tele- 
graphed by Sheriff Irving I Coffin, at 
Detroit to Sheriff William I. Traeger 
here, the murder of Taylor was plot- 
ted in a "hop joint" at Venice, a 
beach suburb of Los Angeles. 


Arrangements were completed short- 


ly before noon February 1, eight hours 
or more before Taylor was killed, the 
telegraphed details continued. 
At 
that time a woman named by Fields 
as Jennie Moore, and Wong Lee, a 
Chinese and an American, Johnnie 
Clark, sat in a dingy room in Venice 
and reviewed the alleged plans for 
slaying Taylor because of their belief 
that he was interfernng with the drug 
traffic. 
Fields, who claimed the ownership 
.of a small automobile, said he was of- 
'fered $900 for driving the murder 
party t othe Taylor apartment1* but 
he maintained, he was not invited to 
take an active part in the murder. 


At 3-30 o'clock the afternoon of 
February 1, the statement added, the 
party left Venice, on the way to Los 
Angeles, they passed through the Hol- 
lywood section where they waited un- 
til after dark, and at 7:30 o'clock 
drove to the Taylor apartm^nt^ They 
stopped the car, according to the lan- 
guage of the 
so-called 
confession, 


"nine doors south of the Taylor bun- 
galow on Alvarado street, and on the 
other side of the street" At this 
point, according to the Detroit mes- 
sages. Fie'ds resorted 
to 
his own 
theory as to what th»n took place in 
the Taylor apart-nents 
But, Fie'ds was said to have de- 
clared, the woman earyrm- ar. au*o- 
matic pistol, of h«>a\y cal.bre. tne 
Chinese hoTdinsj a 38 calibre break- 
down pistol, and Clarx; carrying a 
blackjack, left 
the- aiitomob.le and 
disappeared into the bungalow court 


Three minutes later aopord'^g to 
Fields, he h'-ara the "r-ufiled report" 
of a revolver ana tnirty ?econaa later 
the woman, the Ch'ne«e ard Clark 


were back In the car urging Field* to 
"go away from here." 


As he was starting the car. Field 


HtuteJ, thti Chinese nprang out of it 
saying, "Wait a minute, wait a mln 
ute." 


Wong Loo then ran about 30 fee1 


up a nearby court and hid hln revolver 
under

The remainder of the night was 


panned at the Venice "hop Joint" as 
Fields described It, and th« following 
day Wong LPC and Field* departed 
for the East, by way of Seattle. 


Fields said ho did not. know what 


became of Jennie Moore and Johnnie 
Clark. F'flds was subsequently ar- 
rested in Buffalo. N. Y.. and then sent 
to Detroit to meet another charge.

ment officers were sent to the vicinity 
of the Taylor apartments to search for 
the revolver Wong Lee was said to 
have thrown under "something" and 
another group sent 
to 
Chinatown, 


hunting information about the Chin- 
ese.

Offlceis seeking the revolver found 
themselves hampered by the Ivy-cov- 
red hedges near the Taylor apart- 
ments, but they finaly satisfied them- 
selves that no weapon was concealed 
in the vicinity.

Colorful Life of Audrey

Thomas 
Stewart Ryan, an American journal- 
j»t. at the tragic cnu of an unsuecess- 
fOl marriage. Mrs. Ryar. said, before 
toer death. 
The events which lod to her poison- 


ing were no less strange than the un- 
usual incidents which occurred during 
the courtship and marriage of the 
couple, according to H. Sheridan-Bick- 
ers, a Canadian playwright and friend 
of Mrs. Ryan. 
It was a love of sensation which 


made Audrey Creig-hton Ryan the un- 
happy heroine of an astounding ad- 
tven'iure instead of becoming a suc- 
cessful, universally beloved violinist. 
the writer said in an-exclusive inter- 
view. 
was no tangible reason for feeling as 
She did. She was almost in tears, but 
she left me with the impression that 
Ryan had done nothing to justify her 
unaccountable terror. 


'"Two weeks later, however, Audrey 


related an ajuazing story to me. She 
had promised to take dinner with 
Ryan and accompany him on a long 
motor ride afterward, she said.

senators present as the stormiest pas- 
sage witnessed in the committee since

Senator Borah of Idaho ant 
Johnson, of*"California, 
among 
the 
Republicans, and Senator Pomerene 
of Ohio, on the Democratic side, were 
said to have lead the opposition to 
the administration proposal

Lodge was seconded by Senator Kel-

Chance Before Law

befoie the law is impossible s=o long 
as the rich and powerful are repre- 
sented in court bv highly educated 
lawyers, while a large part of the 
poor and ignorant are represented by 
untrained 
and 
incompetent 
men, 


Judge Clarece N" Goodwin, of Chica- 
go, declared in his opening address 
today as chairman of the conference 
of bar associations here 
Until such 


a condition is corrected, he said, there 
will be little justice in the courts. 


The shrewd and powerful interests 


of men of large means are liable to 
know •who are competent and who are 
not, Judge Goodwin asserted, adding 
that it was difficult for the poor man, 
the ignorant man, to make any just 
estimate of who was capable of prop- 
erlj ad\ising and tepresenting him. 
"During my jears as a trial judge." 


the speaker feaid 'J was frequently 
distressed by the fact that o".e >=ide or 
the oth-er in the case before me was 
so 
incompetent!} 
represented 
by 


counsel, or represented by such ig- 
norant counsel that, owing to the 
learning and skill oC the attorneys on 
the other side, it seemed impossible 
to get the case properly before the 
court, or keep en or out of the ra- 
cord." 
Judge Goodwin said that during 
his years as justice of the Illinois ap- 
pelate court, "we lound ourselves con- 
stantly confron'ed with records which 
showed such palpable and unmistaka- 
ble errors as to make it necessary to 
re\erse the case, although it obvious- 
ly had merit, and although it "was al- 
most a moral certainty that had the 
errors been eliminated the -verdict and 
judgment -would have been the same. 
' These miscarriages of justice, due 


to ignorance and

counsel, are largely beyond the pow- 
er of the judges to control, or of rult—> 
of practice to remedy
